JERUSALEM—An agreement under which no Israel army 
vehicle will enter the Orthodox town of B’nai Brek on the Sab- 
bath was announced this week after several violent incidents 
involving residents and drivers of army transport trucks. 

The Mizrachi (religious Zionist) Information Service, re- 
porting the agreement, said that Military Police signs have been 
posted at all entrances to the town warning army drivers. 

The signs announced that the entire area is out of bounds 
to army vehicles on the Sabbath and Holy Days. 








Claremont Rabbi Rejects Charge 
Local Jews ‘Buying’ Goodwill 


CLAREMONT, N. H.—A report in a Yiddish daily that the Jew- 
ish community of Claremont conducts a calculated Christmas cam- 
paign to purchase the goodwill of Claremont non-Jews as “insurance 
against anti-Semitism” was denounced this week as “completely 
false’ by Rabbi Michael M. Szenes, spiritual leader of Claremont’s 


Temple Meyer-David. 

The report appeared in the 
DAY and was carried in the 
POST column, “Digest of the Yid- 
dish Press.” (NJP Jan. 6). 

“T have chosen to ignore the 
libelous attack that the Yiddish 
paper, Der Tag, had published 
against my congregation and my- 
self,’ Rabbi Szenes_ said, in a 
statement to The POST. 


Let’s Clarify Matters 

“Now that your column has 
brought the issue from obscurity 
to the wide publicity of The 
POST, I feel I have to refute the 
apparent and malicious falsifica- 
tion of the article,” the rabbi said. 

“Completely false is the impli- 
éation of the Tag writer that our 
eommunity conducts a calculated 
campaign to purchase the good- 
will of the Gentiles as an ‘insur- 
ance against anti-Semitism’ and 
that Claremont’s non-Jewish pop- 
ulation reacts with increased an- 
ti‘Semitism,” he said. 

The rabbi said that “the truth 
is that we sincerely appreciate 
and reciprocate the friendly feel- 
ing of the Claremont community 
and our participation in the civic 
activities and in religious as well 
as secular organizations of the 
city is based on mutual respect 
and on the acceptance of our, 
naturally, diverse religious ¢0:- 
victions.” 

Rabbi Szenes said that it was 
“false” that Claremont Jewry 
had sent Christmas packages to 
non-Jews.

In one of the many occasions 
that he took the floor to answer 
questions from the 200 communi- 
ty leaders of the Middle West, 
Montor became enthusiastic 
about profit prospects from in- 
vestments in Israel. 

He said Israel represented the 
greatest economic frontier since 
the industrial revolution, that Is- 
rael was in the midst of a great 
under-developed area and that 
those with imagination would be 
the first to seize on the opportun- 
ities to develop a market worth 
billions of dollars. 

Invest for Profit 

He said those who talked in 
terms of investment, not to make 
money but to help Israel, would 
not do the job. He said the situa- 
tion called for Jews to put money 
into Israe] to make a profit. Such 
investors would create the jobs 
which would take the refugees 
out of the camps of Israel and 
make them breadwinners. 


At another point in the day- 
long sessions, Montor gave a 
rounded picture of Israel's needs 
for the next four or five years.

Jacobson Says Reds 
Threatened Death 


NEW YORK (WNS) — Israel 
Jacobson, expelled JDC director 
in Hungary, declared at a press 
conference that the Hungarian 
secret police threatened to lynch 
him “on the American style” if 
he did not confess that he was 
a spy and that he helped in the 
illegal escape of Hungarian Jews 
to Israel. 


He said he had never con- 
cerned himself with espionage 
and hadn’t the least connection 
with politics. “My sole object,” 
he declared, “was to feed, clothe 
and give medical aid to more 
than 100,000 Jews in Hungary, 
victims of Nazism and of the 2nd 
world war.” 

Jacobson related further that 
he had been subjected to a most 
thorough grilling by the secret 
police, that during the first six 


| days he was questioned he was 


not permitted to leave his chair 
and that he had been constantly 
questioned, day and night, during 
that period.

As in earlier arguments, foes 
of the resolution contended that 
there was no evidence that any 
substantial number of non-Jews 
were aware of the charges. They 
felt that a denunciation of the 
charge in the general press would 
serve only to bring it to the at- 
tention of non-Jews whom the 
Council had so far failed to 
reach. 

The strategy committee was 
given full authority to release the 
denunciation to the general press 
if negotiations failed. (NJP, 
Sept. 23, 1949). 

There was no comment this 
week from the NCRAC on why 
the blast at the Council was lim- 
ited to the Jewish and Yiddish 
press, but informed sources in 
New York suggested that the de- 
cision might have been approved 
as one the Council might con- 
sider as a conciliatory gesture. 

The text of the resolution re- 
leased this week read: 

“The small but highly vocal 
Broup of Jewish individuals 
known as the American Council 
for Judaism has been responsible 
for the publication in the nation’s 
press of reiterated statements 
casting doubts on the loyalty of 
American Jews who have demon- 
Strated their sympathies with Is- 
rael. These statements constitute 
thinly veiled slurs on the alle- 
Siance of substantially the whole 
American Jewish community. 
The overwhelming majority of 
American Jews, Zionist and non- 
Zionist’ ‘alike, recognizing their 
obligatién to help Israel in the 
huge task of resettling and ab- 


less Jews, and conscious of

NCRAC membership expressed 
their deep concern with the :nis-

have succumbed to the Council’s 
propaganda, that the specter of 
‘dual loyalty’ has arisen. 

“No one questions the right of 
the Council for Judaism, how- 
ever insignificant its size, to dis- 
agree with the great majority of 
its fellow citizens and to hold it- 
self aloof from their efforts. Nor 
does anyone question its right to 
seek to persuade others to its 
point of view. But by no exten- 
sion of the principle of freedom 
of speech or association can any 
defense be made of the Council’s 
casting of baseless slurs upon the 
Americanism of its fellow Jews. 
In this it violates every principle 
of truth and decency. 

“The national and local Jewish 
organizations which join in the 
present statement number among 
their affiliates the overwhelming 
majority of American Jews. 
These organizations vigorously 
condemn the American Council 
for Judaism for its unfounded 
charges and innuendoes and de- 
clare them to be gross libels up- 
on American Jewry.”

the United States,” Kane said. 

A Council Maneuver? 

In the ensuing exchange of let- 
ters, which the NCRAC released 
with the resolution, the Council 
sought to impose conditions that 
rendered such a meeting impos- 
sible, Kane said. 

In a letter of Dec. 2, 1949, Les- 
sing Rosenwald, president of the 
Council, said that the anti-Zionist 
group “cannot with self-respect 
participate in a discussion which 
assumes AS A PREMISE that the 
Council has been guilty of im- 
proper conduct in handling its 
publicity.” 

“Since this is the only premise 
on which the NCRAC, having re- 
gard for the self-respect of the 
American Jewish Community, 
could come into a meeting with 
the Council, the letter was taken 
—as it could only have been in- 
tended—as a final refusal to 
meet”, Kane added. 

Kane said that while the cor- 
respondence was in progress,” 
“the Council continued to pro- 
mote its propaganda line. In 
view of this flagrant and obsti- 
nate disregard of the manifest in- 
terest of the American Jewish 
community, the organizations 
comprising the NCRAC _ unani- 
mously determined to repudiate 
the Council’s fantastic charges 
and to denounce them as danger- 
ous falsehoods,” Kane concluded. 

Inclusion of the American Jew- 
ish Congress among the signers 
of the resolution recalled the ac- 
tion of the Congress last Novem- 
ber in repudiating the negotia- 
tions and saying it would not be 
a party to any results developing 
from the talks. 

Asked whether the Congress in- 
clusion in the list of supporters 
of the resolution condemning the 
Council represented a reversal of 
the stand, an NCRAC spokesman 
said the decision of the executive, 
on which the Congress is repre- 
sented, was unanimous. 

Not The Only One 

Another member of the 
NCRAC, the conservative Ameri- 
can Jewish Committee, also act- 
ed independently during the ne- 


~ gotiations with the Council. 


Disturbed by the impact of 
statements on the moral obliga- 
tions of U. S. Jews to Israel is- 
sued last fall by President Dan- 
iel Frisch of the Zionist Organi- 
zation of America, and by Prime 
Minister David Ben-Gurion of Is- 
rael, the AJ Committee held a 
special meeting in Chicago Oct.

America and Israel. 
On the top of historic old 


Mount Canaan in the Galilee, in 
a group of comfortable, modern 
buildings, some 50 American stu- 
dents will next October launch 
the first one-year course of stud- 
ies. Louis J. Schwefel, organizer 
of the school, would probably dis- 
claim the thought, but it occurs 
to me that this Academy will be, 
in effect, the training school for 
fully selected for intelligence, ma- 
American Jewish leaders. Here 
able young men and women, care- 
turity and leadership ability, will 
be stirred and stimulated by the 
dynamic influences of modern Is- 


- rael, and at the same time in- 


spired by the great heritage of 
Judaism on the very soil which 
nourished it. 


PARENTS WHO hesitate to 
send their high school graduates 
to college at too early an age— 
college students who want a 
breathing spell, before beginning 
their professional] training—col- 
lege youth generally who can see 
the advantage of a one-year 
course of study in Israel, will 
make up the student body. The 
faculty is being drawn from 
top-ranking American and Israel 
educators, whose names will be 


assurance of high academic stan- 
dards.

I am deeply interested in this 
school for many reasons, but 
above all because I consider it a 
significant and vital factor in the 
development of new leadership 
for American Jewry. It is the 
graduates of this Academy who 
will tomorrow be the proud, con- 
scious, informed heads of organs 
ized Jewish life in this country.

“JEWISH COOKERY” MOST AMBITIOUS 
ATTEMPT SO FAR IN THIS FIELD

E most ambitious attempt to date to compile a complete Jew- 

| ish cook book is the 500-page “Jewish Cookery,” by Leah W. 

Leonard, one-time food columnist for The Post, and wife of Oscar 
Leonard, author of “Americans All.” 

Published by Crown Publishers, 419 Fourth 
Ave., New York, 16, N. Y., “Jewish Cookery” cov- 
ers the culinary art comprehensively in its 35 chap- 
ters. Besides the usual cookbook classifications are 
such headings for chapters as: 

1. Calendar of Jewish Holidays and Food Asso- 
eiations. 

2. Traditional Ceremonials and Food Customs in 
the Jewish Home. 

3. Kosher Kitchen Questions and Answers. 

4. Sabbath and Holiday Foud Traditions and Recipes. 

5. Preparations and Recipes for Passover. (This chapter runs 
42 pages, which should give you enough ideas for that Holy Day). 

6. Food Customs and Recipes in Israel ‘ 





7. Dairy Dishes and. Meatless Meals. 

Mrs. Leonard, mother of two children, dedicates her book to 
the “loving memory of mother who taught me.” 

Because we recently brought you a description of some of Is- 
rael’s favoritie delicacies, the chapter on Israel interested us _es- 
pecially. Mrs. Leonard describes modern culinary customs in Israel 
in detail and then lists about 17 pages of recipes which range from 
new ideas used in the kibbutzim to ancient Sephardic dishes. Some 
titles: Uncooked fruit soup, Patlijan Boereg (an Egyptian egg plant 
specialty) Baluk Plakki (a favorite among Jews from Turkey) Da- 
vo-ed Basha (a Near East dish), Eretz Israel honey cake, and Sum- 
Sum squares, a confection. 


SO THAT YOU CAN TRY OUT the dishes for yourself, The 
POST food column contains instructions for two of the recipes which 
were also mentioned in the Zionist Organization of America pamph- 
let, “So You’re Going to Israel’: shashlik (broiled lamb) and peetah, 
also called kibbetz, a meat-filled dough similar to Mexican tortillas. 

Mrs. Leonard, in her chapter on bread, writes sadly of the 
fast-disappearing art of bagel-making in America. She includes a 
recipe for these water doughnuts, which she insists are typically 
JeWish as gefilte fish “exacted from a retired baker, who learned 
the art in Europe and practiced it in one of our large cities for 
more than 40 years.” She tested it successfully, in spite of the 
baker’s warning that it could not possibly be done at home. 

Get a copy of “Jewish Cookery,” and bake yourself a batch of 
bagel.

Ibs. lamb or mutton trimmed

Cut into 1'4-inch cubes meat that has been t immed of fat, gris- 
tle and bone. Arrange cuts of meat on metal skewers with tomato 
halves and onion slices between. If long skewers are used, two 
skewers will serve four. If individual skewers are used, divide meat 
and vegetables into four portions anc airange as for double por- 
tion skewers. Dust lightly with salt and broil over hot charcoal 10 
minutes, turning to lightly brown on all sides, three to five minutes, 
The custom is to broil shashnik after dinner guests have arrived. 
Serves four. 

For variation, mushrooms may be substituted for onion or to- 
matoes. Small mushrooms need not have stems removed. Large 
mushrooms, stems removed, should be peeled, washed and drained 
well before arranging between meat cubes. 

MEAT FILLED KIBBAS OR KIBBETS 
Filling 
1-lb. lamb 
2 tbsps. diced or grated onion 


2 tbs. oil 


Dough 
1 cup fine bourgol 
grits) or brown.rice 
cups boiling water 
tsp. salt hot melted shortening for 
egg frying (about *% cup) 
Stir borgoul into boiling salted water. Cook over moderate heat, 
stirring until smooth. This mush requires longer cooking than fa- 
rina. Stir in beaten egg as soon as mush is cool. Chop meat or put 
through meat grinder, using medium blade. Add onion and stir in 
hot oil over moderate heat till lightly browned. 

When cool enough to handle both mixtures, form eight thin 
cakes of the dough, aboyt three inches in diameter and tuck a 
rounded tablespoon of the meat filling in the centers. Form into 
elongated rolls pointed at both ends. Fry in hot melted shortening 
until nicely browned on all sides. Drain well on paper towels. May 
be reheated in oven or in covered frying pan over low heat on top 
of stove a few minutes before serving.

How Depraved Is The U.S. Jewish Comraunity? 


HE lessons of Camden and Chelsea cannot 
be ignored. 
The depth to which the Jewish community 
has fallen has never been so appallingly re- 
vealed. 


The Jewish leadership of the United States 
has for some time been concerned with the in- 
troduction of religion into the public schools, 
and the best brains of the Jewish group have 
been trying to arrive at a decision or a position 
which—without antagonizing the non-Jewish 
community—might indicate clearly and force- 
fully, if necessary, that Jews are unwilling to 
see any inroads made by the church into the 
realm of the school and the state. 


At this level of discussion, there was very 
little opposition from anyone Jewish. It is only 
when the discussion steps down to the plane of 
reality and attempts are made to implement the 
aims of the discussion—as in the case of Christ- 
mas carol singing--that Jews run for cover. 

In Camden the reaction of the Jewish com- 
munity could almost be described as resent- 


ment that it was to be deprived of the possi- 


bility of celebrating Christmas. 

Those who believed that the Christmas trees 
in Jewish homes were merely a meaningless 
adherence to custom were seriously in error. 
What actually occurred was an attempt by 


Jews to horn in on the observance of the birth’ 


of Christ, without being forced to admit to 
themselves that this was what they were doing. 

Consequently, when Jews attempt to instill 
some sense of dignity into other Jews in their 
outlook on Christrnas, the reaction is one al- 
most of fury. 

The inroads our environment has made into 
Jewish practice must be far greater than most 
Jewish leaders had assumed, if the occurrence 
in Chelsea and Camden are at all typical. 

Rabbi Max Weine of Camden could very 
easily have sought to cover up as far as possi- 
ble, in order to remove the spotlight from this 
failure and from himself. But he is showing 
courage in bringing the matter into the open, 
as he did with his statement in The POST last 
week. It is important that the Jewish commu- 
nity know itself, even if in knowing itself, it 
turn away in self-disgust. 


Smear Tactics of Jewish Anti-Red League 


HE inference from the American Jewish 
T League Against Communism letter to 
president Frank Goldman of B'nai B'rith, ask- 
ing for an investigation of the Brooklyn Uni- 
versity Hillel Foundation—with the implication 
that national Hillel director Arthur Lelyveld 
and perhaps Rabbi Herman Pollack of the 
Brooklyn Hillel are suspect—is clear indication 
of the smear tactics of Rabbi Benjamin 
Schultz’s organization. 


No charge is made against Rabbi Pollack at 
all. What the League does express is its re- 
sentment that the rabbi, instead of being pil- 
loried, was “shortly thereafter a featured 
speaker at a conference of Hillel Foundations 
at Brandeis University.” 


In the case of Rabbi Lelyveld, the League’s 
accusations are even more abominable. Dr. 


Lelyveld supported Henry Wallace and the con- 
clusion therefore is that “the Wallace philoso- 
phy of collaboration with Communists, of apol- 
ogy for Soviet policies, and of pre-occupation 
with pro-Communist defense (has) permeated 
down the line through the Hillel Foundations 
of America.” The League makes the accusation 
in the form of a question. 

Mr. Goldman did not reply to the letter from 
the League. It is hard to blame him in view 
of the wild charges against Dr. Lelyveld and 
Rabbi Pollack. But had Mr. Goldman replied, 
would the League have been satisfied? 

The League will not win any public confi- 
dence by cheap methods. If it is snubbed, it 
has recourse to the press; but let it stop smear- 
ing and confine its charges to established prin- 
ciples instead of adopting the worst tactics of 
reactionaries and fascists.

O one will claim that the affiliation of hte 
B'nai B’rith Bowling Association with the 
American Bowling Congress (ABC) indicates 
approval of that organization’s ban on Negro 
bowlers.

The Youth of Israel are unhappy about the 
rigid Orthodoxy controiling Judaism in the new 
state and would welcome Reform Judaism, says 
Rabbi Isaiah Zeldin of New York’s East End 
Temple, reporting on a recent visit in “Liberal 
Judaism”—The young Israeli is as disappoint- 
ed with rigid, unchanging Orthedoxy as is the 
Liberal Jew in America. But his only alternative 
is indifference to religion. It cannot be charged 
that the Israeli is anti-religious. He studies the 
Bible throughout his grade school career. As an 
adult, too, he is thoroughly imbued with the 
ideals of the prophets. He has absorbed the 
teachings of Judaism and carries out its mes- 
sage in his every-day life. His faith and trust 
in God have enabled him to overcome a foe 
many times his number. If at present he ig- 
nores the Jewish religion and neglects the prac-

from the faith of his fathers by those who er- 
roneously imagine they are the protectors of 
the faith. 

Therefore Israel needs Liberal Judaism. It 
needs a liberalization of outdated tenets and a 
revival of newer practices to replace older ones. 

Perhaps the Liberal Judaism he develops will 
only remotely resemble our American Liberal 
Judaism, but the Israeli will have to return to 
the fount for his inspiration, to the God of Abra- 
ham, Isaac and Jacob. And his return to Ju- 
daism will be an enlightened religion in the 
spirit of American Liberal Judaism, if not en- 
tirely in its form. Artificial and temporary re- 
strictions may retard the day of the return, 
but Israel needs a Liberal Judaism. And judg- 
ing from past performances, when the Israeli

THE FORTHCOMING annual 
convention of the American Jew- 
ish Committee reminds me that 
I wasn’t welcome at last year’s 
confab. Maybe this year I would 
be welcome but I don’t intend to 
travel any distance to make the 
discovery. 

As long as the AJ Committee 
raised its funds from its mem- 
bership, it could make out a case 
—although not a very strong one 
—for withholding from the Jew- 
ish public news of the transac- 
tions at its conventions. But the 
AJ Committee is now an agent 
of the American Jewish commun- 
ity lite different from the 
United Jewish Appeal and the 
Jewish public has a right to 
know everything that the com- 
mittee does.

PRAISES POST STAND ON CARRYING 
COUNCIL COLUMN AS RIGHT POLICY

I have watched the erratic 
growth of the Hechalutz move- 
ment in America for the past 15 
years, beginning with the Shomer 
Hatzair camp near Cohoes, N. Y., 
to the present IZFA farm outside 
of Albany, N. Y. As one who 
has assisted several of the He- 
chalutz farms and since our three 
children have attended the sum- 
mer camp run by the Hechalutz 
Hatzair, I feel that the accom- 
panying analysis comes from a 
staunch partisan of Chalutziut, 
albeit not in its present structure. 


For many years as an officer 
of the Empire State Region of 
the ZOA, I kept hammering away 
at the need of a summer camp 
for our own youth, since I be 
live there is no substitute to camp 
life for inculcating the spirit and 
ideals of Zion. My _ incessant 
pleadings fell on deaf ears. Ev- 
eryone conceded the need, but no 
one was willing to act. 


For too long had the ZOA in- 
pred the exclusiveness of politi- 
eal action and financial help (I 
am not disputing their tremen- 
dous accomplishments in this 
field), but this was unfortunately 
carried out to the exclusion of 
the second truism of Zionism: 
namely, not only to build for 
Zion, but to “be built” by Zion. 


The ZOA, and to a lesser de- 
gree, all the Zionist bodies in 
America, have suddenly found 
themselves in the position of the 
busy executive, who having ac- 
cepted the momentum of motion 
as an end in itself, suddenly finds 
himself retired. And so for the 
American Zionist, self-examina- 
tion and self-appraisal, in itself 
an uninviting task (particularly 
when life around one is so duil- 
ingly pleasant and comfortable), 
were constantly pushed into the 
background. Perhaps’ without 
even meaning to be, Zionism be- 
came synonymous with philan- 
thropy, however disguised its pat- 
terns of activities hdve become. 


And the leadership of the ZOA 
and of the other parties in Amer- 
ica were the priests and not the 
prophets, for they rode with the 
tide to fame and glory. The 
needs were striking and the re- 
sults tangible. Lip service was 
paid from time to time to Zion- 
ist aspirations and ideals, but al- 
ways as some far off ideal for 
the other fellow to follow. 


With the céssation of the polit- 
ical fight by the American Jew 
following the establishment of 
the state of Israel, the entire mo- 
mentum has come to a grinding 
halt. Nor can the void be filled 
with oratory. The process of self- 
examination and “being built’’ by 
Zion is a slow and at times even 
tortuous process, but throughout 
history there has never been a 
substitute road for the path of 
“being built’ for those Jews who 
wished to retain their identity 
with Israel. 


In the light of the foregoing 
the present virtual rejection of 
Chalutziut by the ZOA is the logi- 
cal outgrowth of its inherently 
weak philosophy of Zionism. Con- 
versely one can understand the 
resentment that Israel must feel 
towards’ the “big brother” ap- 
proach of its American cousins. 


the four corners of the earth to 

its historic soil. 

In all honesty, however, one 
must acknowledge that much of 
the criticism leveled by the ZOA 
against the actual management 
of the Hechalutz and its farms is 
correct, with the all-important no- 
tation of the ZOA’s failure to 
help it succeed during the past 
fifteen years. 

“But what of the movement it- 
self? Why hasn’t it taken’ firm 
root? What were its chief ele- 
ments of failure? 

I would list foremost the de- 
velopment of Chalutziut as an 
extension of the party system in 
Israel. This attitude was a carry- 
over of the European party parti- 
sanship and therefore could be 
successful in that form fur Chal- 
utziut in Europe. To the aver- 
age American boy or girl such 
party partisanship is looked upon 
as a “foreignism,” and worse yet, 
the small group that affiliates 
with Chalutziut comes to be view- 
ed as a “foreign” element. With 
all due respect to the many fine 
men and women that have gone 
to Israel from America, one can 
ask if in all instances, not only 
quantatively, were the best ele- 
ments of American Jewish youth 
attracted to the movement. 

Should not Chalutziut draw 
from every segment of Jewish 
life? What American Chalutziut 
should affqgd Israel above all 
else are psychologically sound 
men and women, trained in Amer- 
ican methodology, willing to 
sacrifice for the common good, 
providing a prod for a better ma- 
terial standard of living, and 
above all, not biased in its vision 
by a blind allegiance to ny dog- 
matic party ism. 

The second great failure of the 
Chalutz movement lies in failure 
to have evolved a written pro- 
gram with definite standards and 
a correlated curriculum. This 
was understandable in its forma- 
tive period, but after fifteen 
years we had a right to expect 
minimum standards and testing 
for each of the training areas to 
be covered. 

Because of the lack of  coor- 
dination and general suport, 
there is a tremendous waste and 
duplication of effort on the fe rms 
themselves, with no one ‘‘arm 
adequately equipped to privide 
the prerequisite training. .‘udg- 
ing from the primitive conditions 
I have”found on several of ‘hese 
farms,’ one would assume that 
privation and suffering in itself 
was a Chalutzic ideal. Is that the 
model America has to offer 
Israel? 

The third basic failure stems 
from a lack of a training pro- 
gram for the sclichim themselves. 
If properly organized, this would 
mean a Hachshara in reverse, 
where an orientation program 
would be set up both in Israel and 
followed up for all schlichim with 
additional training upon their 
arrival in America. 

How should a good training 
program for Chalutziut be set up 
at present? 

1. Consolidate all the present 
physical equipment so as to 
afford specialization and ade- 
quate minimum standards in 
each of the training areas.

SHORT OF GOAL 


IN THE BEGINNING (The Book of Human Destiny, 
Vol. 2) By Solomon Goldman, 892 pages, Harper and

ABBI Goldman's’ work is 
R largely an anthology, sub- 
titled “Echoes and Allusions,” 
whose purpose, according to the 
author, “is to show how the Bi- 


ple, and in this particular instant 
(instance?) the Book of Genesis, 


has taken possession of the 
minds of men, the extent to 
which it has 
stimulated and 


frucitified them, 
and evoted from 
them beauty, 
truth or wit, and 
also folly and 
fanaticism, and 
what its role has 
been in molding 
the ° languages 
and literatures 


‘MOORE 
of the Occident and its civiliza- 
tion as a whole.” 


No one, and certainly no one 
conversant with English letters, 
would ever question the profound 
influence of the Bible—not only 
its thought, but its style and ca- 
dences as reproduced in the King 
James version—on literature. ’ It 
is manifestly impossible even in 
the 605 pages devoted to “Echoes 
and Allusions” to make an ex- 
haustive and definite compilation 
of every reference to Genesis. 
One would expect then Dr. Gold- 
man to include only the most vig- 
orous and striking examples 
which, in themselves, apart from 
mere classifications, would be il- 
lustrations of the author’s aims 
as set forth in his preface. Or if 
this be deemed too exclusive. in 
view of Dr. Goldman’s expressed 
desire to show the thorough per- 
meation, a single illustration. of 
the mundane in each category 
might have seemed sufficient. to 
the reader.

HOWEVER, IT IS difficult to 
see what purpose is served or 
what point made—to take a sin- 


gle random . sample of many 
equally obvious—in the redun- 
dancies of- “Confusions as. of 
Babel,” “‘ ,.. the Babel of Coun- 


sels and parties .. .” “What a 
Babel!” “ What a Babel of lang- 
uages!” “This Babel of knaves” 
“What a Babel it is!” “‘the babel 
of conflicting opinion” “The true 
Babel” “to retourne to Babel” 
“the Babel of this iniquitious 
power’” “the antique Babel,” and 
so on for ten more pages and 39 
more separate repetitions of the 
word Babel in similar or slightly 
different contexts, One wonders 
equally at the diligence of Dr. 
Goldman and his researchers and 
how the decision was made for 
restraint at this particular point 
and how the temptation for just 
oné- more was sternly. put down. 

But assuming that this review- 
er has completely: missed the 
point of Dr. Goldman’s scholar- 
ship and that there is some valid 
reason for these repetitions, there 
still remains the question of pref- 
erence, of why the author select- 
@d One quotation rather than an- 
other. One understands that a di- 
versity of sources indicate how 
widespread Biblical influence is, 
and what the prominent and pro- 
totypal authors are to be prefer- 
ted for this purpose over others, 
Quotations from James Joyce are 
certainly in order in “Echoes and 
Allusions,”* and he is called upon 
three times in the anthology. All 
three quotations are from “Ulys- 
Ses,” and I reproduce them in 
their entirety: 

“Of man’s flesh made not in 
Gold’s likeness.” “Madam, I’m 
Adam. and Able was I ere I saw 


| Elba.” “Are you not my dear son 


who left the house of 





his father and left the god of his 
fathers Abraham and Jacob?” 
Considering the enormous eru- 
dition of Joyce, his familiarity 
with the Bible, and his anxiety to 
display that crudition with allu- 
sions at all times, Dr. Goldman 
could have done better than this, 
even, confining himself to “Ulys- 
ses” and disregarding, as he does, 
“Finnegan’s Wake,” “Dubliners,” 
and “The Portrait of the Artist 
as a Young Man.” 
e 
“ECHOES AND ALLUSIONS 
is preceded by a summary of the 
Book of Genesis, selections from 
it and a discussion of the histori- 


= cal background, authorship, style 


and philosophy. The summary 
and selections take up almost as 
much space as the complete Book 
of Genesis in the Jewish Publi- 
cation Society edition (60 single 
columns octavo as against 64 dou- 
ble column duodecimo) so one 
may assume either that Dr. Gold- 
man found the JPS translation 
inadequate or. that he wished to 
shock his readers into reading 
some of Genesis rather ‘than 
skipping a reproduction of it. 

The summary seems in no way 
an improvement upon the origi- 
nal, either in brevity or clarity, 
and tends to be confusing because 
of the permanent indecision of 
what idiom to use: “The well he 
had digged” as against. .“Re- 
bekah’s painful and stormy preg- 
nancy...” The pull of the tradi- 
tional usage and the urge for the 
impact of colloquial spcech are 
equally strong, but. one feels that 
the author should have made up 
his mind what he was trying to 
do in his summary and stuck to 
the style best suited to it. 

In the selections, too, the trans- 
lation seems to be no improve- 
ment on the Jewish Publication 
Society edition. Contrast, ‘Let 
the earth produce ‘verdure, seed- 
bearing plants, the fruit tree 
bearing fruit according to its va- 
rious species, containing in itself 
its seed,” with “Let the earth put 
forth grass, herb yielding seed, 
and fruit-tree bearing fruit after 
its kind, wherein is the seed 
thereof...” Dr. Goldman’s vo- 
cabulary is heavy with Latin 
words which he obviously pre- 
fers to the Anglo-Saxon, not only 
in verdure for grass and species 
for kind, but later on, in usages 
like “expelled” with its inevitable 
pedagogic connotations, rather 
than “sent him forth.”

THE CRITICAL sections of 
“In the Beginning” are largely a 
refutation of the 19th century 
“Higher Criticism” and are mark- 
ed with temperateness and a re- 
liance on arcihaeological discov- 
eries. Once away from questions 
of taste and idiom, Dr. Goldman’s 
knowledge and logic serve to 
brighten at least a portion of his 
work.
